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Jordon  Tips  tho  Balance 

Concern  over  the  flare-up  of  violence 
by  Jordan  alongr  its  border  with  Israel 
is  prompting  UN  Secretary  General  Dag 
Hammarskjold  to  fly  to  Amman  to  deal 
directly  with  the  situation.  In  recent 
days  Jordan  has  opened  fire  on  Israel 
border  patrols,  kill^  two  Israeli  hikers, 
attempted  to  kidnap  Israelis,  barred  an 
Israel  convoy  to  Mt.  Scopus  because  it 
was  carrying  a  drum  of  gasoline,  and 
complained  to  the  UN  that  Israel  was 
still  planting  trees  in  a  demilitarized 
sone  of  Jerusalem.  Jordan  stepped  up 
tension  by  demanding  replacement  of 
Acting  UN  Truce  Chief  Byron  T.  Leary 
after  he  had  rejected  the  tree  planting 
charge  and  held  Jordan  responsible 
on  an  Israel  complaint  of  denying  pil¬ 
grims  access  to  Jewish  holy  places. 
Hammarskjold  rejected  Jordan's  de¬ 
mand  for  Col.  Leary’s  recall.  Mean¬ 
while,  Saudi  Arabia  announced  that 
its  troops  were  ready  to  help  Jordan 
against  Israel.  Not  to  be  outdone, 
Effypt,  Syria  and  Iraq  also  threatened 
to  come  to  Jordan’s  help  against  Israel. 

Washington  is  convinced  that  under 
the  prodding  of  the  Egyptian  propa¬ 
ganda  offensive,  Hussein  has  launched 
these  attacks  against  Israel  to  prove 
himself  a  greater  champion  of  the 
Arabs  than  Nasser.  In  its  propaganda 
Jordan  is  charging  collusion  between 
Egypt  and  Sjrria  and  Communism  on 
the  one  hand,  and  “Zionism”  on  the 
other. 

Israel  is  taking  a  very  grave  view 
of  the  situation,  and  Col.  Leary  con¬ 
ferred  with  Prime  Minister  Ben-Gurion 
and  Foreign  Minister  Golda  Meir. 
Since  Sinai  special  efforts'  have  been 
made  all  around  to  avoid  friction  be¬ 
tween  Arabs  and  Israel.  Daring  the 
first  nine  months  of  1967  Israeli  casual¬ 
ties  along  the  Jordan  border  totaled  6 
kiUed  and  16  wounded;  for  the  same 
1966  period,  26  were  killed  and  31 
wounded.  Along  the  Egyptian  border 
S  Israelis  were  killed  and  27  wounded 
this  year,  while  last  year  30  were 
■lain  and  131  wounded. 

Violence  also  flared  on  the  Syrian 
border  where  an  Israeli  worker  in  a 
demilitarized  zone  was  killed.  Pre-

Moscow  Aids  Nasser  Again 

The  Soviet  Union’s  recent  successes  in  the  Near  East  have  stimu¬ 
lated  neutralist  proi>aganda  throughout  the  region,  producing  widely 
different  results  in  Israel,  Lebanon  and  Egypt. 

Prime  Minister  Ben-Gurion  scored  left-wing  demands  that  Israel 
adopt  neutralism.  Mr.  Ben-Gurion  had  sarcastic  comment  for  Moscow’s 
pose  as  preacher  of  the  peace,  pointing  out  that  Russia  had  been 
attacking  King  Hussein  on  the  extraordinary  ground  —  untrue, 
unfortunately!  —  that  Jordan  was  secretly  negotiating  with  Israel 
for  peace  and  refugee  resettlement  and  that  the  Soviet  Union  “looks 
on  a  will  to  peace  with  Israel  as  a  crime.’’  The  Knesset,  Israel’s 
parliament,  upheld  Mr.  Ben-Gurion  by  a  63  to  12  vote  of  confidence 
on  November  18. 

Lebanon  is  now  a  special  target  of  Nasserism.  There  have  been 
eleven  bomb  outrages  in  nine  weeks.  Two  journalists  have  been 
murdered.  But  the  Lebanese  government  last  week  firmly  resisted 
strong  pressure  from  the  opposition  to  repudiate  the  Eisenhower 
Doctrine.  ^ 

An  Egyptian  delegation,  headed  by  Major  General  Abdel  Hakim 
Amer,  was  lionized  in  Moscow.  Russia’s  Bulganin  toasted  President 
Nasser  as  an  “outstanding  political  figure  of  the  Arab  East’’  and 
Amer  said:  “Egypt  has  full  confidence  in  the  policies  of  the  Soviet 
Union.’’  He  requested  and  received  a  $175  million  loan. 

Nasser’s  friends  will  now  renew  demands  that  the  West  compete 
with  Moscow  by  offering  Egypt  larger  subsidies.  It  will  not  be  the 
first  time.  When  Cairo  opened  the  Mediterranean  to  Moscow  by  its 
1955  arms  deal,  we  moved  to  outdo  the  Kremlin  with  a  premature 
Aswan  offer.  Again  last  fall  our  government  rescued  Nasser,  restored 
his  prestige  and  power.  We  have  been  badly  repaid. 

Nasser  once  told  Americans  to  “choke  to  death  on  their  fuiy.” 
He  campaigns  to  weaken  America  and  our  allies  in  Asia  and  Africa. 
Like  Khrushchev  —  and  like  Hitler  before  him  —  he  uses  the  big  lie 
as  a  weapon. 

Recently  he  waged  murderous  proi^ganda  war,  calling  for  the 
assassination  of  King  Hussein.  His  radio  told  bewildered  Jordanians 
that  American  paratroopers  had  dropped  among  them  to  quell  their 
riotous  mutiny  against  the  king.  Red  arms  are  smuggled  from  Syria 
into  Lebanon,  Jordan  and  refugee  camps.  The  Cairo  radio  exhorts 
Moslems  in  Bahrein,  Oman,  Aden,  Sudan,  Ethiopia,  Somaliland,  Libya, 
Algeria  —  all  Africa  —  to  rise  against  Europeans.

In  Washington  Nasser  apologists  are  now  peddling  curious  gossip. 
They  say  that  Nasser  really  didn’t  want  the  $175  milUon  at  this  time, 
but  that  the  Communists  dumped  the  money  in  a  trick  to  embarrass 
his  current  negotiations  with  the  British,  French  and  Suez  Canal 
stockholders,  by  which  he  hoped  to  liberate  frozen  dollar  and  sterling 
balances  and  resume  trade  with  the  West.  If  we  should  now  swallow 
that  alibi  and  come  to  Nasser’s  aid,  we  would  justify  his  neutralist 
policy  that  he  can  play  Moscow  against  Washington,  be  courted  by 
both  and  forever  find  shelter  and  sustenance  in  both  capitals. 


Partition — Tenth  Anniversary 
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Ten  years  ago  this  week,  on  Nov.  29, 
1947,  the  UN  General  Assenibly 
adopted  its  historic  resolution  recom¬ 
mending  the  partition  of  Palestine. 

Anniversaries  are  proper  occasions 
for  a  recital  of  the  record.  In  this 
case,  such  a  recital  is  pertinent  and 
necessary  because,  in  the  propaganda 
war  that  swirls  about  the  Palestine 
controversy,  the  facts  are  obscured, 
distorted  and  twisted  out  of  existence. 

Arabs  R«j«ct  UN  Plan 

Early  in  1947,  the  British  govern¬ 
ment  concluded  that  it  could  not  recon¬ 
cile  the  Arab-Israel  conflict  and  that 
the  time  had  come  to  put  the  issue 
to  the  General  Assembly.  A  special 
session  dispatched  a  special  11-nation 
committee  to  Palestine  and  to  Ehirope. 
The  great  powers  were  deliberately 
excluded. 

The  committee  found  two  peoples 
both  asking  for  independence  in  one 
country.  Seeking  to  fulfill  the  aspir¬ 
ations  of  both,  the  UN  committee  called 
on  the  British  to  relinquish  their 
League  of  Nations  mandate.  It  recom¬ 
mended  the  creation  of  two  separate 
states,  one  Jewish,  one  Arab,  working 
together  in  economic  tmion,  and  a 
separate  Jerusalem,  under  international 
control.  A  minority  proposal  sug¬ 
gested  limited  autonomy  for  both  popu¬ 
lations. 

The  UNSCOP  majority  report  was 
accepted  by  the  Jews,  although  many 
believed  that  they  were  entitled  to  the 
whole  of  Palestine  both  because  of 
their  historic  connection  with  the  coun¬ 
try  and  because  of  the  earlier  decision 
by  the  League  of  Nations.  But  the 
Arabs  fought  against  it.  They  re¬ 
jected  both  the  majority  and  minority 
recommendations. 

The  cold  war  between  East  and  West 
had  already  begun.  But  fortunately, 
the  Palestine  issue  did  not  —  at  that 
time  —  become  involved.  The  U.  S. 
and  the  Soviet  Union  were  in  rare 
agreement.  Both  favored  partition. 
The  UNSCOP  recommendations  were 
adopted  by  the  Assembly  by  a  vote  of 
S3  to  13,  with  10  abstentions.  Within 
24  hours  after  the  UN  vote,  the  Arabs 
opened  fire. 

Who  Stortod  tho  nghting? 

There  was  never  any  doubt  as  to  who 
started  the  fighting.  The  records  of 
the  UN  are  clear  that  the  Arabs  of 
Palestine  and  the  neighboring  states 
went  to  war  to  block  implementation 
of  the  UN  decision,  while  the  Jews, 
eager  for  a  state  of  their  own,  fought 
to  defend  and  to  carry  out  the  UN 
recommendations. 

On  Nov.  26, 1947,  the  representatives 


of  Egypt,  Iraq,  Syria,  Lebanon,  Saudi 
Arabia  and  Yemen  all  rose  in  ^e  UN 
to  reject  the  resolution  and  to  threaten 
action  against  it. 

Thirteen  days  later,  in  Cairo,  the 
Arab  premiers  announced  that  they 
would  do  everything  possible  to  bring 
about  the  collapse  of  the  UN  partition 
plan. 

Jamal  Husseini,  the  spokesman  of  the 
Arab  Higher  Committee,  said  on  April 
16  before  the  Security  Council:  *^e 
representatives  of  the  Jewish  Agency 
told  08  yesterday  that  they  were  not 
the  attackers  .  .  .  that  the  Arabs  had 
begun  the  fighting  .  .  .  We  did  not 
deny  this  ^  .  .  We  told  ^e  whtde 
world  . . .  that  we  were  going  to  fighL” 

And  the  UN  Palestine  Commission, 
which  was  created  to  implement  the 
resolution,  formally  reported  to  the 
UN  Security  Council  on  Feb.  16,  1948: 

“Powerful  Arab  interests,  both  inside 
and  outside  Palestine,  are  defying  the 
resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  and 
are  engaged  in  a  deliberate  effort  to 
alter  by  force  the  settlement  envisaged 
therein.” 

The  commission,  as  a  result,  felt  un¬ 
able  to  go  to  Palestine.  Meanwhile, 
the  Mandatory  Power  withdrew,  leav¬ 
ing  a  vacuum.  In  the  ensuing  struggle, 
partition  became  a  reality.  Jewish 
sections  of  Palestine  were  consolidated 
into  the  Jewish  state  which  came  into 
existence  on  May  14,  1948,  when  the 
Mandatory  finally  abandoned  the 
country. 

The  neighboring  Arab  states  did  not 
permit  the  proposed  Arab  state  to 
corn;  into  being.  Nor  did  they  permit 
the  internationalization  of  Jerusalem, 
which  they  surrounded  and  besieged. 
It  was  their  hope  to  destroy  the  new 
Jewish  state  and  to  seize  and  divide 
an  of  Palestine.  On  May  16,  the  Arab 
armies  invaded. 

On  that  day,  Azzam  Pasha,  the  Sec¬ 
retary  General  of  the  Arab  League, 
told  a  press  conference  in  Cairo: 

“This  will  be  a  war  of  exterminatiou 
and  a  momentous  massacre  whkh  will 
be  spoken  of  like  the  Mongolian  mas¬ 
sacres  and  the  crusades.” 

But  the  Arab  war  failed.  Israel 
turned  back  the  Arab  attack,  and  also 
was  able  to  rescue  the  blockaded  resi¬ 
dents  of  Jerusalem,  who  were  threat¬ 
ened  not  only  by  Arab  guns  but  by 
starvation  and  thirst.  Transjordan 
seized  and  annexed  the  eastern  part 
of  Palestine,  including  the  old  city  of 
Jerusalem  with  its  holy  places,  while 
Egypt  occupied  the  Gaza  strip. 

Meanwhile,  the  Security  Council 
made  efforts  to  end  the  fighting.  The 
U.  S.  favored  a  resolution  charging  the 
Arabs  with  a  breach  of  the  peace.  The 


U.  S.  delegate.  Senator  Warren  Austin, 
declared  on  May  28,  1948,  that  the 
Arab  armies  had  marched  “to  blot 
out  an  existing,  independent  govern¬ 
ment,”  a  matter  of  “international  con¬ 
cern”  and  “a  violation  of  the  Charter.” 
There  were  cease-fires  and  truces,  and 
finally  the  fleeting  came  to  an  end 
after  the  Security  Council  adopted  a 
resolution  charging  the  Arab  states 
with  a  threat  to  the  peace  within  the 
meaning  of  Article.  30  of  the  UN 
Charter. 

Arabs  Rewrita  History 

That  was  ten  years  ago.  In  the 
intervening  period,  Arab  propagrandists 
have  tried  to  rewrite  the  record,  and 
many  people  who  are  not  familiar  with 
the  events  as  they  occurred  have  come 
to  believe  the  Arab  story  that  Israel 
did  not  accept  the  UN  decision,  that 
Jews  took  most  of  Palestine  by  force, 
drove  out  the  Arab  refugees,  blocked 
the  internationalization  of  Jerusalem, 
and  today  occupy  territory  which  was 
not  allotted  to  them  by  the  UN. 

Arab  speakers  have  pressed  this  dis¬ 
honest  version  on  un8uq>ecting  audi¬ 
ences  and  have  gone  on  to  argue  that 
Israel  mig^t  have  peace  today  if  only 
she  would  accept  the  UN  partition  de¬ 
cision.  The  effect  of  this  propagranda 
is  to  portray  the  Arabs  as  the  de¬ 
fenders  of  the  UN,  and  to  cast  Israelis 
as  its  enemies,  a  complete  reversal  of 
the  truth. 

Disregarding  the  fact  that  the  Arab 
states  fought  and  voted  against  the 
major  basic  UN  resolutions,  dealing 
wiUi  boundaries,  refugrees  and  Jeru¬ 
salem,  their  spokesmen  never  hesitate 
to  insist  that  Israel  most  accept  the 
origrinal  UN  resolutions  before  the 
Arab  states  will  agree  to  negotiate. 
This  is  patent  disregard  of  equity’s 
requirement  that  petitiimers  come  into 
court  with  clean  hands.  Having  gone 
to  war  to  liquidate  Israel  and  the 
original  UN  resolutions  and  having 
failed  to  win  that  war,  the  Arab  states 
have  never  seen  anything  incongruous 
in  filing  a  claim  for  what  they  might 
have  had  if  they  had  not  elected  war 
as  their  instrument  of  policy. 

This  oBera  a  unique  and  novel  con¬ 
cept  in  international  relations:  the 
doctrine  of  the  limited  liability  war. 
Under  this  theory,  an  aggressor  may 
reject  a  comprtmiise  settlement  and 
gamble  on  war  to  win  everything  in 
the  comfortable  knowledge  that  there 
can  be  no  defeat,  for,  if  the  war  fails, 
he  may  always  go  bMk  and  insist  on 
reinstating  the  original  compromise 
and  claim  rights  under  it.  lliere  is 
little  morality  in  this  position.  And 
no  realiaml 
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Propaganda  Masks  Objodivo 

For  the  truth  is  that  Arab  demands 
for  fidelity  to  the  origmal  1947  iwrti- 
tion  resolution  are  for  oratory  only. 
They  serve  a  purpose;  they  are  in¬ 
tended  to  tAmi«h  Israel’s  position  with 
American  pidilic  opinion.  But  the  Arab 
states  haven’t  the  slightest  intention 
of  accepting  the  1947  UN  resolution, 
even  if  it  were  possible  to  roll  back 
time.  There  is  plenty  of  evidence  to 
demonstrate  that  they  remain  intransi¬ 
gent  and  inflexibly  opposed  to  Israel 
and  will  accept  no  compromise  of  any 
kind. 

Thus,  back  home,  when  they  are 
taiiring  to  fellow  Arabs  and  not  to  win 
American  audiences,  Arab  leaders  have 
repudiated  the  entire  propaganda 
maneuver. 

The  former  Egsrptian  Foreign  Min¬ 
ister,  Dr.  Mohammed  Salah  El-Din,  in 
Cairo  on  April  11,  1964,  declared: 

“It  is  neither  right  nor  honorable 
for  Arab  statesmen  to  continue  to  hide 
behind  those  diplomatic  answers  that 
they  cannot  consider  peace  with  Israel 
until  it  implements  UN  resolutions. 
The  truth  is  that  we  will  by  no  means 
be  satisfied  by  the  implementation  of 
the  UN  resolutions.  Tbese  resolutions 
may  provide  Arab  statesmen  with 
clever  means  of  getting  out  of  trouble 
at  the  UN  or  in  press  interviews,  but 
the  Arab  peoples  are  not  afraid  to 
disclose  that  they  will  not  be  satisfied 
by  anything  less  than  the  obliteration 
of  Israel  from  the  map  of  the  Middle 
East.” 

There  are  many  such  statmnents  in 
the  record.  The  most  recent  was  made 
at  the  UN  by  Ahmad  Shukairy,  Saudi 
Arabia’s  minister  of  state  for  UN  af¬ 
fairs,  who  once  lived  in  Acre,  and  who 
is  one  of  the  most  rabid  foes  of  Israel. 

In  a  speech  before  the  UN  on  Nov. 
20,  Shukairy  spoke  as  he  did  ten  years 
ago.  He  called  for:  1.  The  repatriation 
of  the  Palestinian  refugees;  2.  Prohibi¬ 
tion  of  Jewish  immigration  into  Pales¬ 
tine;  3.  Outlawing  Zionism;  4.  The 
prohibition  of  Zionist  fund-rai^g  cam¬ 
paigns;  and  6.  The  creation  of  a  UN 
agency  to  help  the  Jews  of  Israel  to 
be  repatriated  to  their  former  home¬ 
lands. 

On  November  20,  King  Saud  cele¬ 
brated  the  fourth  anniversary  of  his 
accession  to  the  throne  by  declaring 
that  the  Arabs  “still  face  the  dangerous 
and  evil  threat  of  Zionism  which  we 
should  combat  with  all  our  powers  and 
potentialities.”  He  went  on  to  say 
that  Israel  “has  rallied  imperialistic 
states  and  plotted  and  intrigued  them 
against  the  Arabs  in  order  to  achieve 
its  expansionist  ambition  in  the  Arab 
countries  and  impose  upon  them  its 
domination  and  oppression.”  He  de¬ 
clared  that  his  nation  “shall  never  rest 
and  we  shall  never  have  peace  in  this 
Arab  area  so  long  as  this  impostor 
and  cancer  imperils  our  existence.”  And 
he  dmnanded  that  all  Moslems  “make 
every  sacrifice  to  uproot  this  cancer, 
C«t  rid  of  its  evils  and  return  the 


refugees  to  their  homes  and  restore  to 
them  their  property.” 

Peace  Hopes  Dimmed 

It  is  ironic  that  these  statements 
come  from  a  government  which  is  re¬ 
garded  as  a  friend  of  the  West  by  the 
Eisenhower  Administration,  and  upon 
which  American  foreign  policy  seems 
to  depend  for  the  defense  of  the  Near 
East  against  Communism. 

Such  statements  do  not  promise  much 
for  an  Arab-Israel  peace.  Realism 
dictates  recognition  of  the  fact  that 
Communist  penetration  of  the  Near 
East  has  dimmed  all  prospects  of  an 
Arab-Israel  settlement  in  the  near 
future. 

Today  the  Arabs  feel  that  they  can 
exploit  the  cold  war,  that  the  Soviet 
Union  is  committed  completely  to  their 
cause  and  will  back  them  all  the  way. 
Since  1949,  the  Communists  have  been 
bitterly  anti-Israel  and  have  lavished 
favor  and  attention  on  potential  cats- 
paws  in  the  Arab  world.  With  their 
support,  the  Arabs  have  come  to  be¬ 
lieve  that  they  may  ultimately  destroy 
Israel. 

The  situation  is  bitterly  reminiscent 
of  the  1930s  when  Adolf  Hitler  rose 
to  power.  At  that  time  Arab  leaders 
collaborated  with  the  Nazis  in  their 
war  against  the  hated  British,  and  the 
ex-Mufti  of  Jerusalem  went  to  Berlin 
to  cooperate  with  Hitler  in  his  system¬ 
atic  destruction  of  millions  of  Jews. 
Jewish  rights  in  Palestine  were  whit¬ 
tled  away  and  the  West  made  frantic 
and  futile  efforts  to  appease  the  Arabs. 

Perhaps  Arab  leaders  hope  for  a 
repetition  of  the  19308.  Then  they 
profited  by  the  rise  of  the  Nazis.  Now 
they  look  to  the  Russians  for  support. 
The  ex-Mufti  today  is  in  Cairo.  His 
cousin,  Jamal  Husseini,  also  collabor¬ 
ated  with  the  Nazis  in  the  coop  which 
pot  them  in  control  of  Iraq  in  1941. 
This  man,  who  hates  the  British  and 
the  Jews,  is  now  a  trusted  advisor  at 
the  court  of  King  Saud. 

• 

The  whole  story  of  the  Arab  war  to 
prevent  the  restoration  of  Israel  re¬ 
flects  the  Arab  refusal  to  accept  com¬ 
promise.  For  the  Arabs  it  was  always 
the  whole  loaf  or  none  even  though 
they  were  the  victims  of  their  own 
intransigence. 

There  is  an  anecdote  in  a  recent 
book  written  by  Sir  John  Glubb  Pasha, 
the  British  soldier  who  commanded  the 
Arab  Legion  for  many  years  until  be 
was  ousted  in  1966.  In  that  book  he 
recalls  how  he  incurred  the  wrath  of 
the  Arabs  because  be  insisted  that  they 
withdraw  their  military  forces  from  the 
plains  in  order  to  save  half  of  Jeru¬ 
salem  and  the  Arab  “triangle.”  He 
refused  to  allow  the  Arabs  to  risk  their 
army  in  a  “noble  but  suicidal  gesture” 
of  rescuing  Ramie  and  Lydda,  two 
Arab  cities  which  ultimately  fell  to 
the  Israelis.  He  records  his  debate 
with  the  Prime  Minister  of  Jordan: 

“  ‘Better  to  have  the  army  destroyed 
than  to  give  up  part  of  the  country  to 
an  enemy  who  has  no  right  to  it,’ 


said  the  Prime  Minister.  ‘But  if  the 
army  is  destroyed,  the  enemy  will  take 
the  whole  country,  not  only  the  small 
area  from  which  we  would  otherwise 
have  withdrawn.  That  Sorely  would 
be  much  worse,’  I  argued.  ‘It  would  be 
better  for  history,’  he  replied.” 


Comment 
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Mastering  Syria 

“Probably  the  most  significant  fact 
in  the  world  picture  is  not  the  Soviet 
Union’s  increasing  mastery  of  outer 
space  but  its  increasing  mastery  of 
Syria.  While  everybody, here  has  beoa 
talking  about  missiles  and  anti¬ 
missiles,  Moscow  has  been  gradually 
strengthening  the  foundations  of  a 
pro-Communist  regime  in  the  eastern 
Mediterranean  between  Western 
Europe  and  Western  Euit^’s  vital  oil 
supplies  in  the  Middle  East. 

“Once  this  process  is  completed  it 
will  be  perfectly  legal  and  feasible  for 
Syria  to  negotiate  a  treaty  with  Mos¬ 
cow  for  the  establishment  of  a  Com¬ 
munist  air  and  naval  base  in  the 
eastern  Mediterranean,  and  the  politi¬ 
cal  implications  in  this  throughout  the 
entire  Middle  East  are  nothing  short  of 
alarming:.”

“The  Syrian-Eg3rptian  union  takes 
the  Arab  people  back  to  the  Mameluke 
and  Fatimide  eras.  At  that  time  there 
was  an  Egyptian  king  who  had  his 
representative  in  Syria.

Is  this  project  possible?  We  recall 
that  Syria  refused  union  with  Iraq, 
pretending  that  she  did  not  want  to  be 
a  third  party  to  the  Anglo-Iraqi  treaty. 
But  today  Syria  is  tied  to  the  Soviet 
Union  in  a  much  more  intimate  agree¬ 
ment  than  the  Anglo-Iraqi  one.”

viously,  on  Nov.  14,  Syria  had  signed 
an  agreement  at  a  meeting  of  the  UN 
Mixed  Armistice  Commission,  to  per¬ 
mit  work  of  a  non-military  nature  to 
be  carried  on  in  a  demilitarized  zone. 
This  was  a  reversal  of  her  previous 
opposition  to  such  work.  Tension  was 
further  increased  by  a  new  Soviet 
warning  to  Turkey  to  avoid  anti-Syrian 
actions. 

NATO  Unity  Threatened 

U.  S.-British  failure  to  patch  up  dif¬ 
ferences  with  France  caused  by  their 
delivery  of  arms  to  Tunisia  has  upset 
Atlantic  unity  and  threatens  the  forth¬ 
coming  NATO  meeting.  France  is  in¬ 
dignant  because  she  had  not  been  in¬ 
formed  of  the  shipment  and  because 
it  took  place  while  she  was  negotiating 
an  r.rme  deal  with  Tunisia’s  President 
Bourguiba.  France  fears  that  the 
weapons  will  turn  up  in  the  hands  of 
Algerian  rebels.  The  U.  S.  claims  the 
guns  had  to  be  rushed  to  forestall  ship¬ 
ment  of  arms  from  the  Soviet  bloc 
and  says  that  Tunisia  has  given  the 
strongest  assurances  that  the  arms 
would  be  used  only  for  defensive  pur¬ 
poses  and  would  not  be  transferred. 
Arms  from  Egypt  have  been  passing 
through  Tunisia  to  the  Algerian  rebels, 
and  on  Nov.  26  Cairo  announced  that  a 
fresh  shipment  had  been  delivered,  in¬ 
cluding  2000  British  rifles  and  ammuni¬ 
tion.  Nasser’s  shipment  was  larger 
than  the  combined  U.  S.-U.  K.  delivery. 

France,  which  fought  Nasser  a  year 
ago  despite  U.  S.  opposition,  now  fears 
that  the  U.  S.  and  the  British  are  work¬ 
ing  together  against  her.  Talks  be¬ 
tween  British  Prime  Minister  Mac¬ 
millan  and  French  Premier  Gaillard  in 
Paris,  and  between  U.  S.  Secretary 
Dulles  and  French  Foreigrn  Minister 
Pineau  in  Washington  over  conditions 
created  by  the  Tunisian  policy  ended  in¬ 
conclusively.  Moscow  propaganda  is  re¬ 
inforcing  French  fears  of  a  sellout. 
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U.  S.  Is  Mainstay 

The  U.  S.  continues  to  be  the  political 
and  financial  mainstay  of  stability  in 
the  Near  East.  The  UN  voted  to  spend 
an  additional  $38^  million  to  main¬ 
tain  UNEF  through  1968.  Assess¬ 
ments  will  be  levied  against  all  member 
states,  but  the  Soviet  bloc,  whose  share 
is  about  20  per  cent,  announced  it 
would  not  pay  anything.  The  Soviet 
bloc  had  also  refused  to  pay  its  share 
of  the  original  authorization.  UNEF 
will  end  the  year  with  an  $18  million 
deficit.  The  U.  S.  has  offered  a  special 
contribution  of  $12  million,  leaving  $6 
million  to  be  raised  among  other 
countries.  .  .  .  This  week  Finland  an¬ 
nounced  that  she  was  recalling  her 
250-man  unit  from  UNEF.  .  .  .  The 
U.  S.  pledged  $18  million  for  relief 
of  the  Arab  refugees  and  another  $6 
million  for  their  rehabilitation.  This 
is  an  increase  by  the  U.  S.  of  $1V4 
million  toward  next  year’s  budget  of 
the  UNRWA,  which  seeks  a  total  of 
$25.7  million  for  relief  and  $16  million 
for  rehabilitation.  U.  S.  pledgees  cov¬ 
ered  70  per  cent  of  the  budget.  Up  to 
the  end  of  1966,  $244.66  million  has 
been  spent  to  aid  Arab  refugees.  Of 
this  the.U.  S.  contributed  $166.6  mil¬ 
lion;  the  Soviet  Union  has  never  con¬ 
tributed  funds  toward  Arab  refugee  re¬ 
lief  .  .  .  The  U.S.  has  agrreed  to  sell 
Israel  $36  million  in  surplus  farm 
commodities  for  local  currency.  Grains 
account  for  half  the  products.  Wash¬ 
ington  also  announced  that  Pakistan 
would  receive  $63.46  million  in  surplus 
agrricultural  commodities  for  1968  .  .  . 
In  his  first  speech  on  his  return  to  Is¬ 
rael,  U.  S.  Ambassador  Edward  B. 
Lawson  declared  that  the  U.  S.  is  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  preservation  of  Israel  and 
in  maintaining  the  integ^rity  and  inde¬ 
pendence  of  Near  East  countries. 

In  Brief 

Israel  officials  sought  reconciliation 
at  a  repast  with  survivors  of  the  Kafr 
Kasim  disaster  in  which  47  Arabs 
were  killed  and  14  wounded  when  they 
were  shot  after  curfew  on  Oct.  29, 


1966,  the  night  of  the  Sinai  attack. 
Notice  of  the  curfew  had  not  reached 
the  victims.  The  11  border  policemen 
are  being  tried  by  a  military  court  in 
Jerusalem.  Israel  paid  $224,000  in 
compensation  to  the  survivors  .  .  .  Sir 
David  Eccles,  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trade,  told  the  House  of  Commons 
that  Britain  shipped  $168  million  worth 
of  arms  to  the  Near  East  between  1946 
and  1967.  Arms  went  to  Turkey, 
Egypt,  Syria,  Lebanon,  Israel  and 
Iraq.  In  1966  and  1966  Egypt  alone 
received  $3.3  million  in  aircraft ... 

In  Damascus  Egryptian  parliamentar¬ 
ians  voted  with  Syrians  in  favor  of  a 
federal  union  plan,  and  on  Nov.  18 
the  plan  was  unanimously  approved  by 
a  joint  session  of  the  Syrian  and 
Egryptian  parliaments.  Most  observers 
viewed  the  move  skeptically,  pointed 
to  130  miles  of  Israel  territory  separat¬ 
ing  the  two  countries  and  to  the  past 
record  of  paper  resolutions  on  Arab 
unity  .  .  .  Washingrton  stresses  the 
“routine”  character  of  its  recent  $600,- 
000  payment  to  Egypt,  made  as  part 
of  an  agrricultural  development  pro¬ 
gram  started  in  1963.  All  of  the  $10 
million  released  by  the  U.  S.  from 
Egyptian  frozen  funds  went  to  pay 
American  claims  .  .  . 


Statement  by  Major  General 
Abdel  Hakim  Amer,  Egyptian  com- 
mander-in-ehief,  on  Moscow  tele¬ 
vision,  Nov.  17: 

“You  are  our  sincere  friends,  the 
friends  of  freedom  .  .  .  Yon  sto^  at 
our  side  when  the  hatred  of  impe¬ 
rialism  reached  its  climax,  when  the 
imperialists  mustered  against  us  the 
naval,  land  and  air  forces  of  Britain, 
France  and  Israel  —  the  imperial¬ 
ists  underling,  foster  child  and  tool 
for  implementing  their  plots  in  the 
Arab  East.” 
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
